STITTGART. West Germany 
V e i t Berlin'» Mayor Wi l l y 
Brandt tell» this story about a 
British member of Parliament 
and a Russian general who met 
at a Berlin cocktail party. 
Britisher: *Tf you attacked, 
we would give you a rough tune 
for a couple at hours." 
Russian. “Did you say a cou 
pie of hours? 1 would have said 
10 minutes '* 
Britisher: “If H» eo easy, 
why don’t you attack?" 
Russian: ' Consequences.** 


THIS ANECDOTE deMy sines 
up the Berlin impasse, and to a 
lesser degree of nicety, the 
whole hostile confronta non in 
West Germany. The 250 - mile 
border which separates East 
from West Germans' in the 
North and Waft Germany from 
Czechoslovakia to the South is 
guarded with Jealousy on both 
sides, but it Is lightly guarded 
There are military sentries on 
both sides, as well as provincial 
troops and some local constabu­ 
lary The American and Russian 
divisional strengths lie farther 
back, about 65 mile* apart Act­ 
ually. Americans and Russians 
rarely catch sight of each oth­ 
er Some weeks ago a Soviet 
brigade got lost and broke into 
sight near the American posi­ 
tion at Hof and there was a 
midnight alarm But this sel­ 
dom happens. 
TO THE NEW arrival, tt la 
disturbing to be told that the 
posture in West Germany is 
definitely defensive T^iis was to 
be expected in the Red-circled 
city of West Berlin where there 
i« barely room to swing » cat. 
A defensive pasture, and that 
alone, is inherent in the squeeze 
wherein the Puddin’ head plan­ 
ners of Potsdam placed th e 
American garrison at Berlin. 
But the broad vales of Ba­ 
varia in south central Germany 


are very inviting avenues of at­ 
tack from either side. There 
could be a hidden risk in our 
hoid-the-line policy. Our patrols 
are instructed not to cross the 
border for any reason, so that 
the enemy has no fear of being 
probed or harassed. 
THE ENEMY HAS additional 
security m that the Eastern side 
of the jagged border, unlike the 
Western side, is buttressed by 
roadblocks, towers and barbed 
wire, in some places electrified. 
It would be far easier for the 
Communists to mobilise a sur­ 
prise attack from their side than 
for us to do the same from ours. 
It doesn't take a military ex­ 
pert 'and I am not one* to see 
that the Communists have a 
sizable tactical advantage here. 
The idea of permitting the ene­ 
my a “privileged sanctuary.” *» 
the far shore of the Yalu River 
was called in Korea, does not 
seem like a very bright one. es­ 
pecially in view of our experi­ 
ence since December 7, 1941. 


I AM TOLD THAT the whole 
determination in these affairs it 
political We are trying so hard 
to pose as peace-lovers that we 
almost make it attractive for the 
other side to act as peace-break- 
ers. And while nobody in the 
Seventh Army has taken me into 
his confidence, I am positive 
that the military people hold a 
dim view of putting American 
troops at a tactical disadvantage 
for any reason whatever 
*nie theory of our being In 
West Germany is. of course, 
that our troops form a 'plate 
glass’’ which, if shattered, will 
turn on a world-wide fire alarm. 
But I have been talking to a 
Normandy D-Day officer who 
also served in Korea The politi­ 
cal ' theory ' of our intervention 
in Korea, he reminded me. was 
that the Orientals would take 
one look at American uniforma 
and give up. 


Eye Witness Report From Berlin 
BERLIN — The people of 
West Berlin are less worried 
about a military crisis with Rus­ 
sia than are we of the United 
States. 
Most Germans are convinced 
that German unity is out of the 
question for years to come, but 
they are not too concerned about 
It because they are prosperous, 
employment is at th e highest 
peak and the economic future 
looks bright indeed. 
The West German can afford 
to mark time, although the East 
German is jealous and envious 
of his fellow German across the 
borderi 
THERE IS A FEELING be­ 
tween the two sections of Berlin 
along economic lines. The East 
German is envious of the pros­ 
perity of his West G e r m a n 
counterpart, even among fam­ 
ilies and relatives who happen 
to live in the separate sectors of 
Berlin 
Invariably East Berliners seek 
the co-operation of relatives liv­ 
ing in West Berlin m arranging 
for their sons and daughter? to 
marry persons living in the West 
sector. 
TVre Is an enormous exodus 
of young people to Best Berlin 
for educational and employment 
reasons East Berlin is fast be­ 
coming a ghost city, with fewer 
and fewer young people observ­ 
ed on the streets. 


NO MATTER WHAT was said 
In Geneva about th e possibility 
of a united Germany, there does 
cot appear even t he slightest 
chance that Germany can be 
united for a long time to come 
For any uniting would favor 
the We s t against Russia, by 
sheer numbers of German votes 
overwhelming on the side of the 
West. A united Germany wi l l 
undoubtedly absorb all East Ger­ 
many and Russia will lose its 
hold there as well as the hold 
on millions of Satellites. 
UP UNTIL LAST November, 
when P r e m i e r Khrushchev 
brought the German question to 
a bead by forcing the Summit 
conference, there was a good 
chance that Germanunif ¡cation 
w as possible Now there is none 
Russia has bluntly announced 
that its policy would be to main­ 
tain two German states. 
This does not mean that a 
divided Germany 
necessarily 
creates the basis of crisis or 
even war, although it does pen­ 
alise the German people an d 
their way of life. The fact is 
that few incidents have taken 
place oo the borders of Berlin 
between East and West w B t » 
one considers the complexity of 
the problems involved 
IT IS OBVIOUS to this report 
or that Germany can continue 


divided without creating tensions 
which may risk a crisis, so far 
as the West is concerned. It is 
Russia which finds West Berlin 
and West German progress a 
constant source of humiliation 
and irritation. 
Going back over the years of 
our coverage of Berlin since 19- 
SI. East Berlin has always been 
the area of the laboring or work­ 
ing class and notably the stan­ 
dard of living was limited and 
drab compared with the more 
prosperous West B e r l i n . Of 
course it is far worse now. 
BtT THE SOVIET Union has 
had to put up with it for over 
fourteen years since the end of 
the war and can probably put 
up with it another fourteen 
years if the West could be made 
to reduce its military help to the 
Best Germans. 
Russia fears the militarization 
ot West Germany, especially 
when nuclear weapons are be­ 
ing suggested The drabness, 
hopelessness and unemployment 
of East Berlin does bother the 
Russians, but it is the effect of 
a prosperous Best Germany on 
the Soviet Satellites which cre­ 
ates the greatest irritation inside 
the Kremlin. 
RUSSIA ALSO FEARS th e 
psychological effects of revolts 
and uprisings in Germany, Po­ 
land. Hungary. Prague and es­ 
pecially East Berlin. 
There have been too many up­ 
risings in East Berlin of late, 
caused by unemployment. 1 o wr 
^ages. substandard living, al­ 
though the East Berliner h a s 
been better off in the last few 
months than at any time in the 
fourteen - year period following 
the war. 


THE EAST GERMAN c o m ­ 
plains bitterly at the size of 
reparations to Russia. This is 
not publicly realized in the U. 
S. The Russians have literally 
drained East Germany and con­ 
tinue to do so as the price of 
reparations, although in recent 
months some letop has been 
evident. 
To give the E a s t Germany 
•eonomy a shot in the arm Rus­ 
sia recently announced a $100 
million investment to increase 
employment, probably to coin­ 
cide with the Geneva conference 
talks on the German question. 


traffic BETWEEN W e s t 
and East Berlin is quite free and 
open. East Germans cross over 
and shop inside Best Berlin, 
even though the East German 
mark is undervalued in purchas­ 
ing West German goods. In spite 
of this communication betwfka 
Best and East Germans, there 
is considerable resentment be­ 
tween the two.

TUB MEANS THAT German 
productive gemus will be inte­ 
grated economically within West­ 
ern Europe and there is reason 
to believe that Germany will 
dominate this market at the ex­ 
pense of every other perticipant. 
.More directly it means that Ger­ 
many will win markets now un­ 
der the control of Prance. Bri­ 
tain and other European nations. 
And then there is the military 
alliance inside NATO. Strategi­ 
cally it rests on the defense de­ 
ployment of allied armies inside 
West Germany . . . and their 
reinforcement by a atrong West 
German army. 
THERE IS NO way to pre­ 
vent the reconstruction of a 
strong West Germany army, as 
a ahield for securing Europe 
against Russia. Since all West­ 
ern allies regard NATO as in­ 
dispensable to their own securi­ 
ty. they must support West Ger­ 
man rearmament with nuclear 
weapons . . . even though they 
fear German military potential. 
Europe la tom inside this is. 
sue of German unification. They 
want a atrong Germany to help
